New Laws About 
U-Turns At Lights 

A new law taking effect 
July 1, 1974, will permit 
California motorists to make 
a U-turn at a green light 
or a green arrow signal un¬ 
less ths intersection is post¬ 
ed with a sign specifically 
prohibiting U-turns. 

State Director of Motor 
Vehicles Robert Cozens ex¬ 
plained that the previous 
law banned U-turns unless 
a sign was visible saying 
U-turn O.K.” 

Cozens .said that the new 
law brings California into 
conformity with most other 
states and .should clear up 
much of the confusion that 
exists, especially with oiut- 
of-.state drivers. He added 
that the change was recom¬ 
mended by the American 
Association of Motor Vehicle 
Admini.strator.s. 

He stated that in the past 
the U-turn regulation was 
one of the most commonly 
violated traffic law.s. 

He cautioned drivers that 
'Until July 1, however, they 
must continue to observe the 
“U-turn OK” sign at signa¬ 
lized intersections. After that 
date, U-t.urn.s will be legal 
unless a sign is posted stat¬ 
ing “No U-turn.” 

Cozen.s anticipates that 
state, county and' city offi¬ 
cials will remove the old 
permissive signs immediate¬ 
ly on July 1 and will place 
the prohibitive "No U-t'jrn” 
signs fit intersections where 
traffic engineers determine 
that the move may be haz¬ 
ardous.

There’ll Be Some Changes 

That, as the old popular song went, there’ll be some 
changes made is certainly true in this election year. 
There always are, of course, but 1974’s should reach a 
high Watergate mark. And already have. 

The not totally unexpected, but still startling ouster 
of J. William Fulbright from his long held position of 
great power as chairman of the U.S. Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is a pretty good starter. 

Fulbright’s 2-1 loss to Governor Dale Bumpers in the 
Arkansas Democratic Primary removed from Washing¬ 
ton a tough critic of American foreign aid policies, the 
conduct of the Vietnam war, and of presidential war¬ 
making powers. A Senator since 1944 and Foreign Rela¬ 
tions chairman since 1959, he was criticized for having 
become insulated from his constituents and his plea for 
re-election in the basis of seniority and experience was 
to little avail. 

And speaking of seniority, Fullbright’s departure means 
a very significant change in Foreign Relations. First in 
line for succession to the chairmanship is Alabama’s John 
J. Sparkman, a consistent supporter of President Nixon’s 
military budgets and foreign policy, and a backer of 
foreign aid since the Truman administration. 

If Sparkman accepts, his successor as chairman of 
the Banking, Housing and Urban Affairs Committee 
would be Wisconsin Senator William Proxmire, whose 
philosophy on banking especially is at an opposite pole 
to Sparkman’s. 

Changes, changes. And more to come.

Sixty Yems Ago: 

July 3, 1914 

Sierra Madre’s municipal 
water department may now 
be said to be fairly or¬ 
ganized, and some of the es¬ 
sential factors in its opera¬ 
tion have been determined, 
including rates for the cur¬ 
rent year. The city’s water 
business will ire handled by 
the w'ater committee, consis¬ 
ting of five members of the 
board of trustees with Trus¬ 
tee Pegler as chairman. Sev¬ 
eral sessions haw been held 
in the past two weeks and 
the rate question was set¬ 
tled on Monday evening. 
Water will be sold at cost 
as nearly as that can bo de¬ 
termined .... The domestic 
rate will remain at $1.50 
monthly, with a rebate of 
25 cents if the bill is paid 
by the 15th of the month. 
This charge will entitle the 
consumer to 500 cubic feet of 
water. For all water used 
in excess of that amount 
there will be a charge of 
seven cents per 100 cubic 
feet, or nine and one-third 
cents per 1,000 gallons. Busi¬ 
ness houses, .shops or other 
establishments not used as 
dwellings, will have a rate 
of 65 cents for a 200 ou. ft. 
allotment, with rebate of 10 
cents for prompt payment. 
To compare the rates with 
the old is difficult because 
the gravity water was form¬ 
erly allotted on the ba.sis of 
stock hold. Assuming that 
the overage .domestic con- 
saimer held two shares of 


stock the allowance seem.s 
to be a little above the aver¬ 
age amount received .under 
the old plan on the $1.25 
charge. The rate of 7 cents 
per 100 cu. ft. is slightly 
lower than the former 
charge for excess water. 
Meters will be read every 
month during the year. The 
rates must necessarily be 
estimated now from records 
of the water company. But 
after a year of operation by 
the city with a system of ac¬ 
counting adapted from re- 
commenrlations of the rail- 
read commissions it will be 
pckssible to arrive at more 
exact results. The old com¬ 
pany not being operated for 
profit, acco.unts were not so 
kept or classified as to make 
calculation of actual costs 
fea.sible. For instance, met¬ 
er’s were read for excess 
Charges only when the 
pump.s were running. Conse¬ 
quently winter water con¬ 
sumption can only be 
guessed at though that has 
a definite bearing on oper¬ 
ating costs.

Califor¬ 
nia law and a new Federal 
Trade Commissic'n rule have 
given you a simple proce¬ 
dure to follow. 

A door-to-door seller is re¬ 
quired to give you a fully 
completed receipt or copy of 
your contract. The name and 
address of the seller and the 
date of the sale must be 
shown.'.411 you need to do is 
sign the form and mail it 
to the lirm before the three- 
day deadline expires. Tlio 
seller must cancel your con¬ 
tract and return witiiin ton 
days any payment you have 
already made. 

The same procedure ap¬ 
plies when you buy good.s, 
like pots and pans or may¬ 
be a vacuum cleaner, if the 
.sale is made in your home 
and costs $25 or more. If 
you cancel within throe 
business days, you are en¬ 
titled to a refund and the 
company m.ust arrange to
